Prior to the year (812 the old Fed-
eral party had been successively de-
fented in three Presideatial clection.
For twelve years they had been exleud.
ed from power. For the same period
the Democratic party has been out eof
power. In the year 1812 opposition
arose in the dominant party to the re-
elegtion of President Madison. That
opposition wae lea by De Wit Cliaton,
of New York, a man with large ability
and experience, a statesman of wide
celebrity, whose talent and character
commanded universal respeet. A large
section of the purty was opposed to the
re election of Madison. They claimed
that it wou'd be disastrous to force him
on the party a secoud time. The De-
mécracy contsined a peace party snd a
war party. There was an anti-admio-
istrativn  split-off. Promiuent wen,
Seonators and Represenatives in Con-
gress, leading politicians in various
parts of the country, deserted Madisou.
Foremost among them was Senator
Giles, of Madison's own State (Virginia)
a man of great power. These aotiad-
ministration elements tried to prevent
the re nomination of Nadison, as Scliruz
Trumble and Fenton tried to prevent
the re-pomination of General Grant,
and failed, They then bolted and
nominated a eandidate of their own
This candidate was B2 Witt Clinton
The old Federal party then occupied
precisely the position that the Demo-
eratic purty occupy now. Long out of
power, thay thought they really saw
their opportanity. They gathered in

Yew York to wvominate ecandidates.
